A long smtring of coal oars that wapre
being shoved up the incline leading to
the sutomatic cosl bunkers in the Rook
Esiand rallrosd yards csused an odd
acoldent early yesterday morning. The
chute slevates tha coal cars to a height
of nearly twenty feet above the tracks
to enable their loads te be dumped inte
the coal bins, the bottoma of which are
fhigh encugh to permit the coal to be
carried by gravity into the engine tend.
